One of the last decisions the 
present council will have to 
make in their second last meet¬ 
ing, will be a tough one. 

They must decide if they feel 
a petition without enough sig¬ 
natures to be valid, still indi¬ 
cates concern enough that they 
will put the Video Lottery Ter¬ 
minal question to a democratic 
vote next month. 

The Didsbury and District 
Ministerial Association had 
been gathering signatures for 
their VLT petition during the 
latter part of the summer, and 
handed it over to the town CAO 
on Sept. 18. 

However, the problem was 
that they needed 355 signatures 
(10% of the population) to make 
it valid, and after all was said 
and done the petition carried 
329 signatures.

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RCMP will be watching closely, 
especially on Oct. 4: Operation Impact

The Didsbury RCMP are 
looking to make an impact. An 
impact on bad driving. 

The local detachment will be 
participating in a nation wide 
campaign dubbed Operation Im¬ 
pact, on Oct. 4, to stop bad 
drivers in their tracks. 

"We will definitely be looking 
for traffic offences, especially no 
seatbelt and impaired drivers," 
says Sgt. Ron Platz of the local 
detachment. 

Platz says that people not 
wearing seatbelts are common, 
especially in a small town like 
Didsbury. 

"We are still writing a lot of 
tickets for no seatbelts." 

It is a mentality of "Nothing 
will happen here in Didsbury," 
says Platz. "But, we are going to 
be enforcing it, and we are going 
to enforcing it stronger than 
ever." 

The blitz on Oct. 4, will be 
even more financially painful 
for those caught without seat- 
belts, because new legislation 
will be in effect by that time that 
doubles the fine for not wearing 
one to $57. 

According to Operation Im¬ 
pact information, the chance of 
surviving a motor vehicle crash 
while wearing a seatbelt in¬ 
creases by 45 to 50%. Yet, only 
89% of people religiously wear 
their seatbelts, and Platz says it 
is probably even lower in Dids¬ 


bury. 

Impaired driving, another 
concern for the local detach¬ 
ment and detachments all over 
the country, will be targeted 
that day. In 1997, the Didsbury 
detachment charged 18 people 
with drunk driving. Nationally, 
a study has shown that accord¬ 
ing to coroners reports, 45% of 
fatally injured drivers test posi¬ 
tive for alcohol consumption. 

Speed demons will meet their 
match during Operation Impact. 
Police plan to target specific ar¬ 
eas of town that receive the most 
complaints, such as 15 Ave. and 
20 Ave. 

Last year in Didsbury police 
handed out 272 tickets or charges 
for moving offences which in¬ 
clude speeding and careless driv¬ 
ing. Platz adds, "We are well 
above that this year." 

Operation Impact organizers 
say that speeding has been iden¬ 
tified as a contributing factor in 
20 to 31% of all fatal crashes in 
the country. 

Each year, the Didsbury 
RCMP detachment creates a Dids¬ 
bury Municipal Traffic Plan that 
outlines statistics such as those 
in this story, problem areas, and 
their approach to dealing with 
lowering all of those numbers. 

There has not been an area in 
Didsbury that has been specifi¬ 
cally identified as a high risk 
area for collisions. However, 
county wide, the area between

Highway 2 and Highway 22 is 
the most dangerous, not surpris¬ 
ingly says Platz, because that is 
where the most traffic is. 

Last year in Didsbury, RCMP 
responded to 44 reportable acci¬ 
dents within town limits. Of 
those, four had injuries, and none 
were fatal. 

Last year across the country, 
675,000 collisions occurred and 
3082 were killed. 

Motor Vehicle accidents are 
the single greatest killer of peo¬ 
ple aged 15 to 24 years old. 


Despite the fact that Opera¬ 
tion Impact will happen on Oct. 
4, Platz reminds drivers that 
they are always out there watch¬ 
ing and trying to keep the roads 
safe. 

He pleads, "Just drive with 
caution. Drive as if it were your 
own kids on the street." 

"We know for a fact that speed¬ 
ing and driving in a coarse man¬ 
ner causes accidents. If we all do 
our part in driving in a safe and 
cautious manner, we will cut 
down on accidents."

That amount of harm is 
up for debate, even at the 
provincial level. This past 
week three agencies, includ¬ 
ing the Alberta Alcohol and 
Drug Abuse Commission, the 
Addictions Foundation of 
Manitoba, and Saskatchewan 
Health held a joint confer¬ 
ence on the issue of VLTs. 

At the local level, Olds 
town council voted a couple 
of weeks ago to put the VLT 
question on their ballot in 
October after a valid petition 
was received from their Min¬ 
isterial Association.

Exact 
statistics on how much of 
that money is returned di¬ 
rectly to the community is 
unavailable, however a great 
deal of community lottery 
board funds are generated 
out of the machines.

He is interested in the future 
of the green spaces, the parks, 
and the handling of waste. Espe¬ 
cially, in the future creation of a 
composting program grass and 
other compostible materials. 

He is not interested in these 
issues blindly. Davidson is semi- 
retired and used to be a geo¬ 
chemist. Right now, he is a full¬ 
time Horticulture student at Olds 
College. He also has worked for 
the Department of Agriculture 
and did a geological survey for 


the Government of Canada. 

Davidson has been in Dids¬ 
bury for 20 years and is married 
to Marg Northcott. He has one 
step-son and two grandchildren. 

The atmosphere that has kept 
he and his family here all these 
years is what he 

a wants to protect 
if elected. 

"It is a won¬ 
derful small 
town and I think 
we should keep it 
that way.

Have you ever been just doz¬ 
ing off to dreamy sleep when the 
shriek of your neighbor’s dog is 
followed by a series of loud and 
unrelenting woofs, barks, and 
ruffs? 

Well, town dwellers can prob¬ 
ably relate to this, but what 
about country residents? Many 
of them live miles from one 
another, and one wouldn't think 
that a dog by-law would be nec¬ 
essary.

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It s your call, so make it 

As one could easily ascertain 
by reading any local newspaper 
over the course of the last month, 
election time is upon us. 

When you go to mark your 
ballot on Sept. 19, don’t consider 
it a hassle that has taken pre¬ 
cious time out of your day, in¬ 
stead remember how important 
each ballot is. 

This is especially true in a 
small town. It seems to me that a 
bigger deal is made of provincial 
and even federal elections than is of local municipalities and 
school boards. But, truth be told, it is the local government 
that is going to affect your daily life far more drastically 
than the guys way up the ladder in the bureaucracy. 

For instance, did the three bag garbage limit affect you 
more than the federal immigration board? 

The town reports that in the last elections only about 
45% of eligible voters made it to the polls to cast their ballot. 
That is pretty low considering every effort is made to make 
sure they are open long enough and the right hours to 
accommodate everyone. There is even an advanced poll if 
you won't be in town that day. 

In fact, when you really look at the number (and, a 
number cruncher I am not), you realize that your vote 
locally matters far more than it does on any other level. It 
speaks louder when you are one voter out of 3353, rather 
than one vote in millions. You figure out the ratio. 

There has been a common thread through all the inter¬ 
views that I have done with candidates this past couple of 
weeks. That thread is that they said to themselves that 
instead of sitting at home complaining about how things 
are done, they made the decision to throw their towel in the 
ring. Since the majority of us aren't running for council, 
let's throw our vote into the ring. You know, put up or shut 
up. 

I know someone who emigrated to this country in the 
early 1970s. He absolutely refuses to vote in any kind of 
election. When prodded for a reason, he says that way he 
can't take any kind of responsibility for electing officials, 
and therefore can complain about all of them equally. I 
think his attitude sucks. 

I look at in the reverse. If you aren't going to vote for 
anyone, then you should be denied the right to have any say 
about how anyone in office is doing because you didn't even 
hold up your end of the responsibility of being Canadian. 

At the risk of sounding cliche, those of you who don't 
vote this month are an insult to the people who died to give 
you that freedom. 

I am actually excited about the coming election and being 
eligible to vote in Didsbury for the first time. You should 
also be excited, if not, at least interested in the process and 
how it will affect you. 

There is lots of opportunity. 

Yes, voting is a privilege and a right, but to my way of 
thinking, it is also a responsibility when you live in a 
democratic country as wonderful as ours.

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New CP Rail plan a betrayal of rural Canada 


New Democrat MP Chris 
Axworthy (Saskatoon- 

Rosetown-Biggar) call on CP 
Rail on Sept. 21 to cancel its 
three year nail network plan 
that will mean the abandon¬ 
ment or transfer of rail lines in 
rural BC, Alberta, Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Manitoba, and Ontario. 

"I am shocked by their total 
lack of commitment to rural 
Canada,” Axworthy said. "It’s 
outrageous that CP can get away 
with abandoning rail lines while 
taking huge amounts of money 
from the pockets of hard work¬ 
ing rural Canadians." 


CP published an update to its 
three year network rationaliza¬ 
tion plan in the Sept. 17 Canada 
Gazette. 

"Where is the investment in 
the future of rural Canada?" 
Axworthy asked. "CP Rail con¬ 
tinues to reap huge profits while 
rural Canadians continue to suf¬ 
fer more and more from in¬ 
creased transportation costs 
and difficulties getting their 
product to port." 

He said, despite repeated calls 
from NDP critics, Transporta¬ 
tion Minister David Collenette 
has refused to initiate any ac¬ 


tion to prevent big rail compa¬ 
nies from abandoning lines 
across Canada. Instead, the 
minister continues to engage in 
an open conspiracy with the 
Reform Party to implement poli¬ 
cies of privatization and deregu¬ 
lation that are to blame for this 
mess. 

"Enough is enough," 
Axworthy said. "It s time for the 
Minister of Transportation to 
stand up for rural Canadians 
and face down CP Rail. Its time 
the minister told CP Rail to 
invest more in rural Canadi¬ 
ans." 


Wild Rose Report: controversy confronts Prime Minister

others his humanity. 

On his first day back, the PM 
will be greeted by Joey Hache 
and the other Hepatitis C vic¬ 
tims deploring what they see as 
his lack of humanity. Over the 
summer they have not forgot¬ 
ten the fact that he linked vic¬ 
tims of the tainted-blood trag¬ 
edy to drug addicts. This com¬ 
bined with his joking at the 
expense of protesters who had 
been pepper-sprayed by the po¬ 
lice at the APEC Summit, show 
an insensitive man far removed 
from reality. 
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The history of Canada had 
never seen a PM who has issued 
a directive to the RCMP that a 
visiting "murderous dictator" 
like Suharto was not to be both¬ 
ered by demonstrators. Canada 
has always allowed and hope¬ 
fully will continue to allow the 
right for people to engage in 
legal forms of protest. This is 
democracy at its finest. 

However, the PM kowtowed 
to the Indonesians to crack 
down on anti-Suharto protest¬ 
ers, which led to the Mounties 
pepper spraying peacefully pro¬ 
testing university students. The 
fact that the PM would bend 
over backwards for a dictator 
ahead of the rights of his own 
citizens, makes you wonder who 
the dictator really is. 

This is all the more apparent 
with his recent appointment of 
former Tory MP Douglas Roche 
to Alberta's vacant Senate seat. 
With this one appointment the 
PM unilaterally declared war 
on democracy by deliberately 
submarineing Alberta's Senate 
elections. In recent polls 91% of 
Albertans wanted a Senator cho¬ 
sen through the electoral sys¬ 
tem and now the PM has given 


91% of Albertans the Trudeau 
salute.' 

Presently we have a country 
that is faltering economically, 
but the PM seems to be happy- 
go-lucky about the fall of our 
dollar. He is more concerned 
with the taxpayer funded reno¬ 
vation of his cottage. Tradition¬ 
ally the PM of Canada has had 
the privilege of using the official 
summer residence at Harrington 
Lake. Yet this summer Mr. 
Chretien decided to convert his 
cottage at Lac-des-Piles into an 
all-season residence, and there¬ 
fore required improved security 
at a cost to the taxpayer of 
$80,000. Why should we be stuck 
with this bill when the govern¬ 
ment already supplies a free, 
fully secure home in the coun¬ 
try to this gentleman. 

All in all, I guess I shouldn't 
be surprised at the Prime Minis¬ 
ter's decisions, given his iron 
grip on his caucus, and as I look 
back at John Nunziata every 
day. This gentleman will enter 
his 35th year in politics, its just 
too bad that after all that time 
he refuses to govern by the demo¬ 
cratic principles that should 
guide this great country.

Boys and Girls club decision 
to be made this month

Children will tell Didsbury 
what they need when they fill out 
a needs assessment survey at 
school in the coming week. 

The purpose of the survey is 
so that the group aiming to bring 
a leg of the Boys and Girls Club 
to Didsbury, can examine what 
type of program they will start 
up. 

The Boys and Girls Club coor¬ 
dinators have already set up dis¬ 
plays in both Didsbury High 
School and Westglen to afford 
students the opportunity to pre¬ 
examine what they could have 


here. 

The options the kids will face 
is broad. The Boys and Girls 
Club of Canada offers programs 
that are as varied as a teen-mom 
program, a job seeking skills 
program, to a simple sports pro¬ 
gram. 

After the students tell the com¬ 
mittee what they want, the par¬ 
ents will have their chance for 
input. A parent needs assess¬ 
ment survey will be sent home 
through the schools after the 
students’ survey. 

After all of this information is 
gathered, Wendy Bauer, a mem¬ 


ber of the committee and of the 
Community Services Advisory 
Board, plans to hold a meeting 
on Oct. 14 to make the final 
choice.

Palliative Care: It i$ 
challenging and rewarding

Imagine you are on your way 
out of this world and into an¬ 
other. You are scared, you are 
calm, you are lonely, you are 
crowded by family and friends 
who mean well, you have ques¬ 
tions. 

But, at your side is a soft and 
gentle face that holds your hand 
and keeps the outside world con¬ 
trolled, so that you may go in 
peace. 

That hand in yours would 
make the journey easier. 

That hand in yours would 
have a soothing effect. 

That hand in yours would 
answer some of those questions. 

That hand in yours would be 
a palliative care volunteer. 

"I think it is really hard for 
people to know how to deal with 
death," says Dawna Faryna, the 
volunteer coordinator at the Dids¬ 
bury Hospital. 

That is why there is a pallia¬ 
tive care volunteer program at 
the local hospital. It is a program 
that not only helps the termi¬ 
nally ill patient, but it can be a 
source of relief for the families 
involved. 

Faryna says it is often hard 
for a family to know what to say 
or do, or they are just exhausted 
from the task of preparing their 
loved one for the finale of their 
life. 

A palliative care volunteer will 
come into your home or the facil¬ 
ity your loved one is in, and try to 
ease those probelms. 

Sometimes it is the emotional 
support. Volunteers can be a sol¬ 
ace to the families because each 
one is involved in extensive train¬ 
ing to help them understand the 
grieving process, sprituality, and 
rituals surrounding death. This 
in turn makes it easier for the 
family and the patient. 


Sometimes is it technical sup¬ 
port. A palliative care volunteer 
can come into the home to care 
for a terminally ill family mem¬ 
ber in all of their needs, includ¬ 
ing cleaning, eating, and other 
routines that need to be taken 
care of. 

Palliative care has its chal¬ 
lenges, Faryna wouldn't deny 
that. 

"It takes a special person to sit 
beside someone who is dying and 
keep them company, and keep 
them comfortable," she says. 

But it also has its rewards. 

Margaret Fradley, a pallia¬ 
tive care volunteer for more than 
two years can tell you about 
that. 

She says, "What is the most 
rewarding is the fact that I feel I 
can bring these people some com¬ 
fort, hope, and encouragement 
for them and their families when 
they need it most." She adds that 
another motivation that she has 
for doing this type of difficult 
work is that she thinks about the 
day that she may be in the pa¬ 
tient’s place, and she would not 
want to be alone. 

Despite the demand for such a 
service, there are few volunteers 
that are trained in palliative care 
in the area. Right now, there are 
only 5, but Faryna says a much 
bigger pool is needed to keep up 
with demand. 

Some of the requirements are 
that a volunteer should have 
some experience with the death 
of someone close to them because 
it makes it easier to relate. How¬ 
ever, in contrast a person who 
has lost someone in the past year 
is not recommended because they 
have not finished their own griev¬ 
ing. 

Someone considering pallia¬ 
tive care volunteering will be 
trained by the hospital, but a

Even though all of this may 
seem like a tough volunteering 
position, Faryna says there are 
reasons to do it. For instance, if 
you are interested in the health 
field, you can gain valuable ca¬ 
reer experience.

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Late September and we have not had frost. For 
Albertans whose gardens border upon the Foothills 
this is almost unbelievable and also a little scary. Is 
Global Warming already upon us? Has the hole in the 
ozone layer already affected our climate and upset our 
delicate ecosystem? I remember having killing frost 
on my Dad's birthday, August 22, and I know that at 
least once, I picked peas off of frozen vines and out of 
rain mixed with snow. This year the peas were picked 
in perfect weather and finished by August 5. This year 
we finished the early corn in August and had a late 
season hybrid crop, more spaghetti squash than I 
want to carry in, more pumpkins than we have little 
kids to give them to and most amazing of all, six 
cantaloupes grown outside in the garden. We haven't 
eaten them yet so maybe they will be a disappointment 
but they look good, and having grown them at all is 
an accomplishment. All the gladiolus bloomed, some 
of them three times, the beets are pickled, the onions 
are drying, the turnips are full of worms, again, and 
for about the tenth consecutive year I did not dust the 
cabbages in time and they are a complete loss. We 
have a friend who gardens organically and buys old 
badminton racquets at garage sales. When the cab¬ 
bage moths begin their fluttering frenzy he runs 
around his yard swatting them to death with a 
badminton racquet. Some of the neighbours have 
wondered if he should be committed but he says it 
saves his cabbages and is also good exercise. 

Fall colours have been excellent this year because 
the leaves have had time to mature and change 
instead of being frozen and turning black. The 
dogwoods are wonderful, all the way from pink to 
burgundy, our Virginia creeper is scarlet and gold, 
the tamarack is pale lime on the way to bright gold, 
high bush cranberry is blood red, schubert 
chokecherries are deep maroon, the aspens a lovely 
clear yellow and the Manitoba maple is mostly or¬ 
ange. The wild cucumber looks pretty sad but the 
canary bird vine and the morning glories are nice and 
we still have a wonderful show of petunias and 
geraniums. To tell the truth I am getting a bit tired 
of watering all the deck and potted plants but as long 
as they are alive and blooming I have to keep giving 
them water. After all the pleasure we have had from 
them in the summer it would be terribly ungrateful of 
me to just let them choke to death. The wave petunias 
have been especially good and the nasturtiums in the 
big well casings have been the best ever. They have 
trailed so far that they are coming up through the 
deck. Some of the branches have to be eight to 10 feet 
long. 

1 was given some of Lois Hole's gardening books 
last Christmas and I got caught up in her enthusiasm 
and tried a few new plants this year. If they winter 
well they should be really nice for next summer. We 
have two types of rayflower, sea holly, white cone 
flower, creeping phlox, coral bell, monarda and three 
new roses. I had to discard a couple of old plants and 
give away some duplicates to make room for them but 
with all the new houses going up in the neighbour¬ 
hood it's not hard to find homes for extra plants. A 
nice way to meet the new neighbours as well. 

We are going to dig the potatoes and the last of the 
carrots this weekend. The kids are coming out to help 
and often they bring a friend or two and some of the 
extended family usually assist as well. This is the 
annual "potato and carrot festival" and appropriate 
food will be served, barbequed steak, baked potatoes, 
lots of salads and carrot pie with whipped cream. 
Then it will be time to pack everything away, pull the 
last of the bedding plants, trim back the peonies, and 
start planning for next year. I am already making 
notes to myself. Verbena in the hanging pots under 
the porch roof, miniature pink petunias in the big 
white bowl on the upper deck, try some woolly thyme 
in the grotto, use Roundup early to cut back on the 
edging and look for some old badminton racquets at 
garage sales.

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My child has a cold... is it an emergency? 


When children get sick, 
families become concerned. 
It can be helpful to have a 
plan of action ready before 
your child gets sick as to who 
you should call or see, 
especially when your family 
doctor is not available. The 
following information is to 
help you in caring for your 
child, should she or he 
become ill. 

This information includes 
some signs you should watch 
for and will assist you in 
deciding whether the 
Emergency Department is 
the best place to take your 
child. Many children are 
brought to Emergency 
because of vomiting, cold 
symptoms and minor 
injuries. Conditions such as 
these could be looked after by 
your family doctor or 
pediatrician, staff in a 
community health centre, or 


sometimes at home. 
However, there are certain 
danger signs that should 
prompt you to have your 
child examined right away. 
Included on this page are the 
danger signs that need 
immediate attention. This 
information will help you 
decide whether the 
Emergency Department is 
the best place to bring your 
child. 

How can I tell if my child 
has a cold? 

A child with a cold may 
have: 

• a fever for one or two days 

• a stuffy nose 

• a cough 

Symptoms usually last 5-10 
days. If your child is active, 
playful, and drinking well, your 
child probably does not need to 
see a doctor. 

When should I call the 
doctor? 


1. Call the doctor if your 
baby has a fever and is less 
than three months old. 

2. Call the doctor if your 
child has any of the following 
symptoms: 

• a fever lasting longer than 
48 hours 

• drinking poorly, vomiting, 
diarrhea, lack of playfulness or 
is fussy 

• if you are concerned about 
your child's condition 

When should I get help right 
away? 

You should have your child 
seen right away if your child 
shows any of the following 
signs: 


• is choking or having 
difficulty breathing 

• unusually sleepy or can't 
be awakened 

• has trouble making eye 
contact 

• is having fits or seizures 
(convulsions) 

• unusually irritable 

• looks very ill and you are 
concerned 

Emergency Services in 
hospitals 

Our Emergency 

Departments never close. All 
children are checked by a 
registered nurse as soon as they 
arrive and critically ill or 
injured children are always 


seen before those with less 
serious problems. The 

Emergency Department may 
look quiet when it is actually 
very busy. Behind closed doors, 
we may be caring for a 

seriously ill child who requires 

a lot of attention from 
Emergency staff - . If your child 
is stable, he/she may have to 
wait a period of time 

(sometimes hours) before 
seeing a doctor. 

These guidelines are 
intended to help you care for 
your child, however, if you are 
concerned or uncertain, play it 
safe and take your child to the 
hospital.

Heating Decisions 


Newlyweds Linda and Rick Lajoie 
were trying to save their money as much 
as possible. Instead of buying a new 
house, they decided to renovate a 
previously owned house. 

Their kitchen required the most 
remodeling like fixing the kitchen 
fixture. In order to replace it for now, 
Linda and Rick chose to buy a bottom-of- 
the-line single-handle faucet that also 
was the least expensive. 

What the Lajoies, like many people, 
didn't realize was that, more often than 
not, buying the least expensive for the 
sake of price meant owning an inferior 
quality product.

“Cost Ls usually the driving force 
behind home heat," says Thomas 
Euteneier of Constellation Homes. 
"What people really need to think about 
is comfort. You have to live in the 
environment you choose for a long time, 
and it's very rare that the cheapest is 
the best." 

He says a hydropic heating system 
can cost 15 to 20 per cent more to install 
but, in addition to comfort, will pay off 
in fuel savings due to zone control and 
because water heats faster than air. 

The system consists of a boiler that 
sends hot water through thermoplastic 
tubing installed under the floors of the 
home, to keep all areas warm. With this 
type of heating, there are no "hot and 
cold spots", because there are no vents 


blowing air into a specific area of the 
room. The underfloor tubing covers the 
entire room, to create an even, 
comfortable heat. 

Along with being a comfortable, 
efficient heating option hydronics also 
creates a cleaner and healthier 
environment. Because there aren't any 
vents, homeowners avoid the circulation 
of dust and other particles as with a 
forced air system. 

He is taking a slightly different 
approach with his radiant floor heating 
system. Instead of installing the tubing 
under tile or carpet, he is pouring 
uniquely-textured concrete floors 
throughout the house. A boiler will be 
installed as well as solar panels that will 
implement the hydronic heating.

Workmanship 
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Don’t be left out in the cold 


As the fall winds begin to bluster 
and the temperatures start to drop, 
people head for home to stay safe and 
warm. However, if they haven't 
weatherproofed their house for the 
season, they could be out in the cold. 

One of the first parts of the home 
people should check is the roof. They 
must replace torn or loose shingles and 
check the blacktop to see if patching is 
necessary. If flashing has pulled away, 
they should secure it with roofing 
cement. 

Homeowners also need to look for 
signs of water leakage into the attic. 
Not only could a leak ruin the 
belongings stored in the attic, but it 
also could weaken a home's structure. 


To further prevent water damage in 
the attic, people should clean out any 
clogged gutters and make sure the 
attic louvers are open to allow moist 
air to escape. 

The next step for homeowners to 
take before winter weather hits is to 
check the exterior walls of the house. 
They should nail any loose boards or 
shingles on the siding and touch up 
any areas where paint is worn to help 
protect the house from moisture 
damage. They also should patch any 
hairline cracks in the chimney, siding, 
foundation and driveway. 

To better insulate their home from 
cold winds, homeowners should caulk 
the joints between the siding and 


window and door frames. They also 
need to replace storm windows and 
check that all of the doors close 
properly. 

Next on the list for the fall home 
inspection should be a plumbing and 
drainage check. Homeowners should 
inspect the sump pump and make sure 
it’s working properly, just in case fall 
turns out to be a very rainy season. 

Then, they should inspect their 
heating system, including cleaning the 
contacts in vertical-type thermostats. 
People also must clean and lubricate 
ventilating fans and exhaust fans, as 
well as clean the filters and reservoirs 
of humidifiers. Room radiators and 
boilers also should be drained. 


An important part of 
weatherproofing a home is to 
winterize air conditioners. People 
should disconnect the electric power of 
a room air conditioner, clean it 
according to the care manual, cover 
any part of it that is exposed to the 
outside and, on the inside of the house, 
place a plastic sheet behind the front 
panel to keep out drafts. Central-air 
units should be covered during the off¬ 
season. 

Homeowners also should check 
their fireplace. The chimney should be 
cleaned and the flue pipe inspected to 
ensure that the smoke will be able to 
escape from the house properly— and 
safely.

The CWB met with 14 Prairie farm 
l ea d ers on Sept. 22 to discuss interna- 
I i -mm tional trade factors pressuring world 
if* prices. 

The CWB has submitted its second brief 
to Mr. Justice Willard Estey for his on-going 
review of grain handling and transportation in 
Western Canada. The submission says the CWB must 
maintain its coordinating role in the procurement and 
movement of grain to maximize returns for farmers and 
proposes 10 industry solutions for improved grain movement. 
The full submission is available at http://www.cwb.ca. 

The CWB released the September Pool Return Outlook 
(PRO) for the 1998-99 crop year on Sept. 24. The same day, 
the CWB also released the final Estimated Pool Return (EPR) 
for the 1997-98 crop year. 

From elevator to port: 

Rail car unloads (for week ending Sept. 18) for the six 
major grains were 3,257 at Vancouver (target: 2,840). At 
Thunder Bay, rail car unloads totalled 2,653 (target: 2,630). 
Rail car unloads for Churchill were 296. 

Primary elevator space remains tight across the Prairies. 
For crop year week 7 (Sept. 14-18), elevator space averaged 
16%, compared to 17% spaces the week before. Manitoba 
elevators averaged 15% space, Saskatchewan elevators aver¬ 
aged 16.5% space and Alberta elevators averaged 16% space. 

FOB forward: 

Representatives from the CWB met European Union (EU) 
officials in Brussels recently to request that the EU exercise 
restraint and moderation with its barley export refunds. 
Earlier this month, the EU raised its malt subsidy to 76 ECU 
per tonne (the equivalent of Cdn $130 per tonne), more than 
Cdn $100 per tonne higher than last year’s levels.

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Firearms Act to be Government must 
implemented on Dec. 1 protect farmers

Minister of 
Justice and Attor- 
ney General of Canada, an¬ 
nounced on Sept. 21 that the 
implementation of the new 
Firearms Act will occur on Dec. 
1, 1998. 

"I have just received repre¬ 
sentation from the law enforce¬ 
ment community, particularly 
in Ontario, asking for addi¬ 
tional time. It is critical that we 
ensure a high level of public 
safety from the first day. The 
extra 60 days will ensure that 
vital police data is completely 
loaded on the system, and will 
also allow more time for addi¬ 
tional training of the Chief Fire¬ 
arms Officers' staff at provin¬ 
cial sites," said McLellan. "I be¬ 


lieve that the two month ad¬ 
justment will assist all of our 
partners to be better prepared 
for a successful launch on Dec. 
1 ." 

The delivery of the firearms 
control program is a complex 
initiative that involves the fed¬ 
eral government, provincial 
governments and law enforce¬ 
ment authorities. The Govern¬ 
ment of Canada and participat¬ 
ing provincial governments 
have been working towards im¬ 
plementation on Oct. 1 as pre¬ 
viously announced. The system 
is ready to go, but additional 
tiipe will ensure that the en¬ 
hanced level of public safety - 
the key objective of the Fire¬ 
arms Act - is achieved consist¬ 
ently across the country.

Manure is a product of livestock operations and the quality of 
manure can vary according to the type of animal, bedding material, 
storage facilities and feed. Although it is commonly thought of as 
waste,' manure is a valuable natural resource and it has many 
characteristics that are beneficial to soil quality, including fertil¬ 
ity. 

The first week of November offers a tremendous opportunity 
for livestock operators to learn more about manure and it's value 
as a resource. There will be four workshops throughout Alberta to 
discuss various aspects of manure management to help you maxi¬ 
mize the benefits of this natural resource, while minimizing 
negative impacts on soil, water and air.

planned on Oct. 1, to facilitate 
additional training of federal 
and provincial personnel. 

• Training programs for po¬ 
lice officers, Justices of the 
Peace and Crown Attorneys will 
continue through the fall. 

• Forms will be available in 
postal outlets across the coun¬ 
try on Oct. 1, which will allow 
for submission of licensing and 
registration applications. 

• The toll free centre, 1-800- 
731-4000, will continue to be 
available for general informa¬ 
tion and assistance in filling 
out forms. 

• As of December 1, 1998, 
the applications already sub¬ 
mitted will be processed. 

The fee schedule for regis¬ 
tration and licensing will con¬ 
tinue to offer the low rate of 
$10 for registration of all fire¬ 
arms currently owned and $10 
for a possession license for a 
full year - until Dec. 1, 1999. 

The Firearms Act calls for 
the licensing of all gun owners 
by Jan. 1, 2001 and the regis¬ 
tration of all guns by Jan. 1, 
2003. Until Dec. 1, 1998, the 
current FAC system will remain 
in place, as well as the role of 
police forces in administering 
the current law. 


A press release from the 
Advisory Committee to the 
CWB 

The Advisory Committee to the 
Canadian Wheat Board (CWB) has 
asked the federal government to 
take action protecting farmers 
from unfair international subsi¬ 
dies. Farmers are currently facing 
the lowest world wheat prices since 
1977. 

The Committee met with Ralph 
Goodale, Minister Responsible for 
the CWB, on Sept. 9. During the 
meeting and with a follow-up let¬ 
ter, the Committee asked the gov¬ 
ernment to pressure foreign gov¬ 
ernments to reign in their damag¬ 
ing domestic support and export 
subsidy programs. The Commit¬ 
tee also said the federal govern¬ 
ment must provide Canadian 
farmers with direct income sup¬ 
port until the European Union 
and the United States reform their 
programs. 

"The current farm income situ¬ 
ation is disasterous and due to the 
unfair international competition 
it has the potential to get worse,” 
said Vice-Chair Wilfred Harder. 
"If the government doesn't step in 
immediately, Canadian farmers 
will follow the route of the East 
Coast cod fishermen." 

The Committee pointed out 
that assisted by generous govern¬ 
ment subsidies, European produc¬ 
ers have increased their wheat 
production this year by 15% above 
the five year average. In compari¬ 
son, Canadian wheat production 
is expected to be 10% below the 


five year average. There are fears 
that Europe's large stocks and res¬ 
titution payments will weigh down 
markets and could provoke a trade 
war with the US. 

"Europe's intervention stocks 
grew by over 10 million tonnes 
this year," said Chair Art Macklin. 
"To get rid of those stocks they 
may dump them at very low prices. 
The US would likely retaliate with 
the Export Enhancement Pro¬ 
gram (EEP) and Canadian farm¬ 
ers would again get caught in the 
middle of the crossfire of a grain 
trade war." 

The Committee also expressed 
concern regarding loan deficiency 
payments which allow American 
producers to sell their grain at 
firesale prices while still receiving 
the loan rate. This enables grain 
traders to move this subsidized 
underpriced grain into the Cana¬ 
dian domestic wheat and feed bar¬ 
ley market. 

"Canadian producers should be 
outraged that our government has 
given up the ability to control sub¬ 
sidized imports into Canada while 
removing our supports," said 
Macklin. "Meanwhile, the US and 
Europeans have kept all of their 
programs." 

The Advisory Committee con¬ 
sists of 11 members elected for a 
four-year term by farmers from 
across Western Canada. The Com¬ 
mittee advises the CWB on issues 
and policy matters dealing with 
its operations, and provides com¬ 
munication between western 
grain producers and the CWB. 


CONSULTATION ON PRISONER VOTING 


As a result of a recent decision on prisoner voting by the Alberta 
Court of Appeal, amendments to Alberta’s Election Act will be 
made. The court ruled that in limited circumstances prisoners have 
the right to vote in elections conducted under the authority of the 
Legislative Assembly of Alberta. 

Justice Minister Jon Havelock has appointed a three member MLA 
Committee to make recommendations on how Alberta will comply 
with the decision of the Court of Appeal. The committee chair is 
Barry McFarland, MLA Little Bow. Rob Lougheed, MLA Clover 
Bar-Fort Saskatchewan and Yvonne Fritz, MLA Calgary-Cross are 
committee members.

Advanced polls 

The advanced municipal elec¬ 
tion date has been set to be held 
on Oct. 15 at the Didsbury Me¬ 
morial Complex from 12 p.m. to 6 
p.m. The advanced poll is for peo¬ 
ple who are unable to vote on Oct. 
19 for any number of reasons. 
Each municipality must make it 
possible for those people to vote 
in an advanced poll. 

Getting on track 

Speaking of elections, there 
are only two regularly scheduled 
council meetings prior to the Oct. 
19 election and the first meeting 
for the new council is scheduled 
for the day after the election. 
Administration felt that this was 
neither ample time for the cur¬ 
rent council to get their work 
done, nor time for the new coun¬ 
cil to settle into their jobs, there¬ 
fore they suggested that the Oc¬ 
tober meeting be rescheduled to 
Oct. 13. The recommendation 
was passed. 

$64,000 grant 

The town was awarded a grant 
in the amount of $64,000 which 
they had applied for under the 
Municipal 2000 Sponsorship Pro¬ 
gram of the province. The grant 
is to be used in order to improve 
service delivery and ensure year 
2000 compliance of all equip¬ 
ment. They will be upgrading 
their computer systems as well 
as their assessment systems in¬ 


cluding a GIS system and a dig¬ 
ital camera for plotting.

The coalition of Alberta Hotel 
Association and the Alberta Res¬ 
taurant and Foodservices Asso¬ 
ciation sent a letter to town coun¬ 
cil giving their side of the VLT 
issue.

Due to increased use of the 
memorial complex facilities, the 
town had to agree to increase 
the hours of their part-time em¬ 
ployee to close to full-time 
hours, in addition to the two 
current full-time operators. 

$1 million even 

Council was especially 
pleased to see their bank state¬ 
ment for the month of July. A 
cool million dollars is sitting in 
their investment ledger. Evan 
Parliament, CAO said that in 
all his time working with the 
town council he has never seen 
that. Coun. Gary Dolha said 
that council used to joke about 
ever having that money in a 
bank account. Sandra King, di¬

Fire protection 

The town chief administra¬ 
tor is still in negotiations with 
the Rural Fire Protection Asso¬ 
ciation to come up with a new 
agreement that suits everyone 
involved. Evan Parliament, 
CAO, told council, "We have a 
long way to go." The RFA 
wants the same level of fund¬ 
ing, and the town has other 
ideas. 

Road closure 

The proposed road closure 
on 24 St. north of 17 Ave., has 
been put on hold pending some 
changes to the wording of the 
bylaw. The document was 
changed and the first reading 
passed. The updated bylaw will 
be resent to the Minister of 
Transportation for approval. 

90 years old and never 
been used 

After being in existence for 
more than 90 years, an unused 
portion of road is being closed. 
The piece is located on 15 St., 
north of 23 Ave. The adjoining 
land north of the subject road 
right-of-way is zoned industrial 
and is presently being devel¬ 
oped by Gord Reimer who has 
no objection to the closure. A 
public hearing was held last 
week regarding the closure.
